The    struggle  was   short 
and  fierce  and  so  surprised  the  crowd 
of  men  that  many  in  their  fear  crawled 
under  their  cots  or  hid  behind  plllar.<?.

ThiB  Desperate  Break 
The  leader  of  the  escaped  convjcts. 
William  Green,  formerly  of  Osslnlng.  Is 
said  to  be  one,  of  the  most  dangerous 
mpn  who  ever  entered  Sing  Sing.  He 
had  served  two  years  of  an  Indeter- 
minate sentence  of  four'  arid  one-half 
to  six  and  one-half  years  for  highway 
robbery.  He  Is  twenty-nine  year^  old, 
five  feet  ten  Inches  tall,  weighs  254 
pounds  and  is  a.s  active  as  a  panther. 
He  ik  described  as  "a  man  who  does 
not  Know  his  own  strength." 

The  other  prisoners  .who,  escaped  are 
jRobert  Boylan,  twentj-^ithree  years  old. 
of  Long  Island  City,  convicted  of  grand 
larceny  In  the  second  degree  and  sen- 
tenced to  two  and  one^half  to  four  and 
one-half  years:  Walter  Bannlgan, 
twenty-three,  of  Mount  klsco,  sentenc- 
ed to  fourteen  years  for  assault  and 
blackmail:  Joseph  White,  of  New  York 
clti",  twenty-two.  sentenced  to  twelve 
and  one-half  .veari  for  second  offence 
of  robbery,  and  Isidor,  Blbm  of  ^'ew 
York  city,  convicted  of, grand  laixeny 
and  sentenced  to  ten-^-eare"  imprison- 
ment , 

Isidor  Blum^  believed  by  the  prison 
authorities  to  have  been  the  <rnly  pris- 
oner in  the  conspiracy  with  Green,  who 
and       successfully       carried 
through  the  daring  act.  Neither  of  the 
two  keepers  pverpowered  by   the  mus- 
cular Green   was  weriously   hurt.   They 
are  Frank  DnirtJ~and  John  Folejf.       .  ., 
The   two   keepers,  armed   with   clubs 
loaded  with  lead,   were   alone     in     the 
large    dormitory   iat   one     o'clock     this 
morning.

THE    TREATING    HABIT 


The  Ang-lican  Synod  passed  a  resolu- 
~^on  condemning  the  treating-  hahlt  and 
sug;^estlnsr  that  steps  should   be   taken 
to  put  an  end  to  It.  There  Is  a  surpris- 
ing   development    of    the    opinion    thut 
something    ought    to    lie    done    to    stoiJ 
treating.    Ori<>    of    the    speakers,  at    the 
SynrKl    said    that    if      bar     furnishings 
were  abolished   and  drinks   were  serv- 
ed   at    tables  tlie  desired   effect   would 
be    produced.   He  said    that  .the    whole 
.    trouble    arose    out    of    the    practice,  of 
"liuing  up  at  the  bar."  Now  It  Is'^'i^ct 
that  if  a  man  take.s  a  friend  into  such 
a  place  as  the  palm   room  at  the  Em- 
press; v  or'  a|ay    respectable    restaurant 
and  they  sit  down  and  have  something, 
the  friend  does  iitit  think  it  necessary 
for  '  him     also     to     order     something. 
Neither  do  the  friends  of  the  two  think 
the.v   have  any  right   to  pull  chairs   to 
the  table  and  propose  that  they  shall 
be  Included  1h  a  general  round  of-hos- 
pitallty.  If  there  are  pefSpIe"  who  would 
do  so,  they, ought  to  go  somevyhere  and 
learn  mannws.  There  Is  also  no  doubt 
that  ninety  per  cent  of  the  harm  re- 
sulting from  the  use     of     Intoxicating 
liquors     conies     from     the     pernicious 
habit  of  treating.  Some  very  odd  cus- 
toms  have   developed  among   English- 
speaking  people  and  this  Is  one  of  them. 
It   Is   not   n-^arly   so  common  a  habit 
among  people  of  other  nationalities.  If 
you  go   into  a     cigar     store     to     buy 
something  to  smoke  you  are  not  ex- 
pected to  Invite  any  of  your  acquaint- 
ances who  may  be  standing  by  to  have 
a  smoke  .at  ypur  expense,  and  you  do 
not  expect  them     in     return     to     buy 
cigars  for  you.  You  cah  go_to  a  lunch 
counter  and  get  something  to  eat  with- 
•  lut  laying  yourself  open  to  the  charge 
of  being  close  because  you  do  not  see 
flt'tb  ask  a  friend,  whom  you  meet  at 
the  door,   to  dome  In  and  have  lunch 
with  yjou.  If  yott  «o  Iwto  a  store n«rlth  a 
friend  to  buy  a  necktie,  you  do  not  feel 
under  any   obligation   to  buy  him   one 
also.  He  would  noi  propose  to  buy  you 
another  and  take  a  pair  of  gloves  for 
himself.   You   might   even  go     into     a 
place  where  soda  water  is  sold  J^nd  buy 
a  glass  without  feeling  under  the  leaiJt 
obligation  to  buy  one  for  a^  friend  who 
happened   to   be   standing   by.   A  good 
many  people  think  they  ought  to  offer  a 
friend  a  cigarette  or  a  cigar  when  they 
are  about  to  light  one  for  themselves, 
bui  If   the   friend    says    that    he    does 
not  care  to  smoke,  the  answer  Is  ac- 
cepted and  nothing  more  is  said  about 
it.  If  titp  friend  takes     the     cigai'     or 
cigaretteXhe   does   not  ftel   obliged    to 
give  you  otte.  But  when  you  stand  up 
atra  bar  to  take  a     dr>nk     the    whole 
.system  of  social  et-hics  in  this  respect 
undergoes    &■  revolution.  '     IndeCTT'the 
i.rlhciple    extends    so    far    that    if  yoil 
meet    a    friend    when    you    are    going 
into  a  saloon  to  have  a  drink  you  feel 
bound  to  go  in  and  have  one  also.  The 
chances  are  that  he  does  not  want  one, 
but  the  accepted  code  of  ethics  under^ 
such  circumstances  compfels  him  to  go 
in  and  take  one,  and  puts  him  under 
a  sort  of  obligation  to  buy  a  drink  for 
you  jfnd   take  another   himself.   Either 
of  you  may  compromise  on  a  cigar,  and 
we  all  know  the  story  of  the  Scotsman, 
who,  said   he' wasn't    thirsty    and    "sae 
•wad  Just  tak  the  siller,"  and    that  storj'- 
of    the   German,    who    vu^en    asked    to 
liave  a  drink  by  a  friend  said  he  did 
not  want  one,  but  that  the  friend  might 
pay    for    the    on$    he   had   just    taken. 
There  iHWer  WM  a.  more  absurd   or 
more   mischievous  fashion   than   treat- 
in;?.  We"  have  been  told  of  young  men 
who  arc   .seriously   conoemeli  abottlt  It 
'nicy   are    not    total      abstainers,     but 
thry    do    not    want    to      become     hard 
ftrinkfT-!  and  they  fear  the  effect  upon 
th<Tn   "f   the  treating  ha/tjit.   Of  course 
thfv  have  a  simiile  remedy  In  abstain- 
inET    from    drinking   at   bars   altogether, 
or   a  yet    more   efflcacioujB  iotte;  Ip  not 
drinking    intoxirating   llTiiors     at     all.

Mr.  Redmond  la  quotedas  saying  that 
unless  the  House  of  Lords  surrenders 
Its  power  to  reject  Bills  there  "will  be 
a  general  election  in  January.  He  as- 
sferts  his  belief  in  the  good  faith  of  thfe 
Liberals  in  the  matter  of  Hcime  Rule, 
but  adds,  '"sincere  or  not,  we  have  the 
power  to  make  them  toe'  the  line  and 
will   make  them  do  so." 

An  Ihtercstlhg  charge  In  the.  policy 
of  the  Labor  party  is  promised. 
Hitherto  each- member  of  that  party 
in  the  House  of  Commons  has  been 
under  a  pledge  to  vote  as  the  ma- 
jority of  his  colleagues  should  decide. 
Such  a  system  Is  foreign  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  parliamentary  government  as 
understood, in  British  countries,  for  It 
converted  the  representatives  of  the 
.people  into  mere  delegates.  The  Dally 
Chronicle  aays:  ".The  Labor  party  will 
therefore  ce^se  to  be  pledge-bound, 
and  will  In  future  become  an  associa- 
tion of  men  bound  together  by  no 
other  ties'  than  thdse  of  common  ob- 
jects synipathlcs  and  aspfratlons." 
The  Chronicle  thinks  '  that  ^his- de- 
termination on  the.  part  of  the  Labor 
leaders  removes  .the  chief  obstacle  to 
Icglsiation  reversing  the  dedislon  of 
the  courts  In. the  Osborne  case,,  where- 
by, readers  may  remember,  It  was  de- 
clared Illegal  for  the  labor  ulnons  to

The  armor  is  of  Harveylzed 
steel,  the  deck  being  coated  with  4 
Inches,  the  vital  parts  protected,  the 
casements  with  six  Inchea,  the  con- 
ning tower  with  13  In<;:he8,  the  total 
weight  being  1,900  tons  of  which  1.200 
is  In  deck  armor.  Gt  -the  '  heavier 
^rmament  six  of  the  six-Inch  gune| 
arc  mounted  ahead  and  six  astern, 
and  she  can  fjre  a  .broadside  of  eight 
six- inch   guns.

Bangor  is  ashore  at  Bedford  Islands. 
Beecher  bay.  Liaden  with  lumber  from 
port  Gamble  for  San  Francisco,  her 
home  port,  the  Bangor  was  sailing  out 
of  the  Straits  in  dead  calm  weather 
fiMl  dense  fog  when  the  tide  set  over 
toward  the   Vancoi^ver   Island   coast. 

As  sopn  as.  It,  was  .found  the  vessel 
was  in  shallow  water  the  anchor  was 
dropped  and  at  the  siame  time  the  ves- 
sel struck  the  shore  and  ran  up  on 
JBedftjrd  Island.  A  boat's  crew  left 
the  Bangor  at  3  a_  m.  yesterday ,  and 
made  their  way  through  ,  the  fog  to 
I|a;Ce  Rocks  lighthouse  and  thence  to 
William  Hea\d  quarantine  station  frftm 
where  telephone  messages  were  sent 
by  Dr.  A-.  T.  Watt,'  auperlntendent  of 
quarantine,  for  the  shipwrecked  sallorr 
men  asking  that  assistance  be  sent  to 
the  Bangor.. Alex.  McDermott,  agent  of 
the  Puget  Sound  Tugboa:t  compai 
sent  a  wireless  message  to  the  tug 
Lorne  which  was  returning;  light  from 
the  Cape  and  the  Lome  went  to  the 
assistance  of  the  Bangor  and  Is  mak- 
ing an  effort  to  float  her.  The  weather 
Is  calm  and  unless  a  islrong  wind  comes 
up  It  Is  expected  the  vessel  will  be 
floated  without  difficulty.  Part •  of  her 
lumber  cargo  may  be  Jettlooned."  Therei 
Is  a  big  drop  in  the  tide  at  this  point 
and  the  borne  will  endeavor  to  pull 
her  off  at  high  water.  The  Bangor  Is 
a  schooner  of  39S  tons  net,  owmed  by 
the' Pacific  Coast  Shipping  company  of 
San  Francisco  at  which  port  she  la 
registered. 

Beechy  bay,  where  the  Bangor  Is 
ashore,  Ijes  Just  beyond-  Race  Rocks. 
The  Bedford  Islands  are  sevteral  gmall 
wooded  Islets  which  lie.  at  the  east- 
ern si'de  of  the  bay.
